Silent Key 
Al Weisman, W5ALW 


Alan Weisman (W5ALW) 1938-2008: "The 
inventor of the 'T' - top", died on March 1, at 
age /0. He was acreative, accomplished 
inventor and community servant. Weisman 
was known for patenting the 'T’- top found on 
American sports cars such as the Corvette. 
After college, Weisman was employed by the 
automobile manufacturer, Saab, before 
experiencing a work-related accident. During 
the following years of physical therapy, 
Weisman and his wife made their home in 
Richmond, California, where he undertook 
entrepreneurial ventures before establishing a 
second home in Tularosa, New Mexico near 
the White Sands Missile Range. At various 
times, he worked on projects for the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration (NASA), 
designed and built one of the earliest flight 
simulators for the Bushnell Corporation, 
constructed working robots for use in 
Hollywood films, developed self-assembly 
methods for 'growing' tools, designed devices 
for preventing carpal tunnel syndrome, and 
most recently, worked on building a new type 
of hybrid engine. 
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Weisman was involved in various community 
activities including serving on the Marin 
Amateur Radio Society board, acting as a 
Volunteer Examiner for amateur radio, and 
serving as a City of Richmond Commissioner 
as part of the sister city program with Shimada, 
Japan. Weisman was an avid automotive 
hobbyist whose accomplishments included 
building an electric motorcycle that eventually 
set a world land speed record for that type of 
vehicle. Al also enjoyed restoring classic cars. 
Weisman is survived by his wife, Cherie Hines, 
his brothers Howard Weisman and Bruce 
Weisman, three nephews and a niece, and 
four grandnieces and grandnephews. As an 
outgrowth of his work with NASA, Weisman's 
dream was to have his ashes flown into space.

California Cell Phone Law 
[excerpt from “ARRL Letter 6/20/08”) 


A new California hands-free cellular telephone 
law goes into effect July 1, 2008. It prohibits 
using mobile telephones while driving, unless 
a hands-free device is utilized. 


ARRL General Counsel Chris Imlay, W3KD, 
advises that "The definition of prohibited 
behavior in California's recent statute does not 
include a prohibition of operating a mobile, 


licensed Amateur Radio station while driving, 
because Amateur Radio transceivers are not 
telephones. While ARRL cannot guarantee 
that this statute will not be interpreted by law 
enforcement officers or the courts of California 
more broadly than that, it is our view that a fair 
reading of the statute excludes mobile 
operation of Amateur Radio equipment by 
licensed radio amateurs. ... Unfortunately, you 
could have to go through the inconvenience of 
appearing in court to contest a citation. 


"That said, it is obvious that drivers should pay 
full time and attention to driving. To the extent 
that operating their amateur stations while 
mobile is a distraction to them, they should 
consider, if possible, pulling over safely to the 
side of the road and conducting their amateur 
communications while stationary."

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ARRL Tells Red Cross of Remaining 
Background Check Policy Concerns 
[Excerpt from The ARRL Letter, July 3, 2008] 


ARRL President Joel Harrison, W5ZN, has 
written to Armond T. Mascelli, Vice President 
for Domestic Disaster response for the 
American Red Cross (ARC) to identify the 
ARRL's remaining concerns over the 
background check policy for ARC partners... 


... ARC now requires a background check for 
Amateur Radio volunteers seeking to support a 
Red Cross disaster relief response for more 
than a seven day period. In the ARRL's view, 
Amateur Radio volunteers were being asked to 
consent to a more intrusive background check 
than was necessary or appropriate. 


Mascelli's reply on May 8, 2008, addressed 
some of the ARRL's concerns... however, 
Harrison also states that analysis of the forms 
has revealed two continuing problems: 


* The Authorization for Background 
Investigation consent form still contains "some 
highly equivocal and broad language which, 
because of its ambiguity, will inevitably 
discourage substantial numbers of radio 
amateurs from participating in the background 
check process."... 


* The "Disclosure Regarding Background 
Investigation" can still be construed as overly 
broad, although this can be corrected by fairly 
simple edits. 


Harrison told Mascelli, "We do not want the 
implementation of these additional changes to 
further delay the negotiation of the terms of a 
replacement SOU. A new SOU is, in my view, 
a critical and urgent matter. Because the old 
SOU expired on September 16, 2007, the 
vacuum thereafter has served neither ARRL 
nor ARC well." ARRL and ARC staffs are 
ready to work on a draft replacement SOU, the 
text of which will be reviewed by the ARRL's 
Programs and Services Committee and 


approved by either the Executive Committee or 
the Board prior to completion...

The ARRL VC and VCE Programs 
[From The ARRL Letter, August 15, 2008] 


Invariably, when an amateur wants to erect a tower and 
more antennas, there will be questions about zoning and 
building ordinances. According to ARRL Regulatory 
Branch Manager Dan Henderson, N1ND, some 
questions are simple, while others may lead to a long 
battle with town officials. "Rule number one in any of 
these cases," Henderson said, "is to make sure you 
know the legal landscape you are facing before you start 
any project." 


Henderson said there are many tools to assist amateurs 
in navigating the perils of zoning and restrictions: 
"Among the most important resources are fellow 
amateurs who have stepped forward to serve as either 
an ARRL Volunteer Counsel (VC) or an ARRL Volunteer 
Consulting Engineer (VCE)." 


ARRL VCs are fellow amateurs who are attorneys. They 
have agreed to provide a free initial consultation to 
hams facing town zoning issues related to the erection 
of Amateur Radio towers and antennas. ARRL VCEs 
are registered Professional Engineers (PE) who have 
likewise agreed to give hams an initial consultation 
when facing antenna support installation issues required 
by the town. 


Henderson notes that VCs and VCEs provide their initial 
consult for free: "If you do need to retain them further to 
help you navigate through the ‘red tape,' you need to be 
prepared to pay them for their professional services, 
though many VCs and VCEs do provide discounted 
rates if they assist long term." 


The role of the VC and VCE is to assist amateurs with 
antenna and zoning issues, but Henderson said that 
some provide advice on other topics, such as helping a 
club through the process of incorporating, or a VCE 
serving as an expert witness before a town zoning 
meeting. "When facing an antenna fight, remember that 
VCs and VCEs -- along with other resources -- are there 
to assist you, but their role is secondary to yours," 
Henderson advised. "The amateur seeking to erect the 
tower has to take the lead, making sure that all required 
information from the town is provided promptly and as 
required. This includes bearing any costs associated 
with the permitting process or legal fees. If you follow 
the steps required by the city or town, and you don't take 
any shortcuts and are reasonable in your approach, you 
should end up prevailing in the end." 


The ARRL is looking for qualified and interested 
attorneys and registered Professional Engineers to step 
forward to serve as VCs and VCEs. "There is no better 
time to consider serving in these important but unsung 
volunteer positions than now," Henderson said. Right 
now, the ARRL has VCs in only 44 states and VCEs in 
33 states.

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2008 Field Day Results 
Peter Hoffman, W6DEI, Field Day Chair 


As always, the December issue of QST brings 
us this year’s Field Day results and lets us see 
where we stacked up against our competition, 
i.e., the other radio clubs in North America. As 
usual, we did quite well. Our score of 7,160 
put us in 1st place among all 3A-class stations 
in the Pacific Division and above the 90th 
percentile for all 338 stations participating as 
3A entries (17th place overall in our class). 


However, that doesn't tell the entire story. 
While well-constructed stations with high-gain 
antennas and first class contest operators 
ratchet up the point scores, an equally 
important aspect of Field Day is public 
relations. And although there’s no strictly 
objective way of scoring our PR effectiveness | 
think we can take a lot of pride in the effort we 
put into this part of Field Day too. First we 
operate in one of the most populated public 
spaces in the East Bay, at Cesar Chavez Park 
in the Berkeley Marina. We put as much 
energy into running our GOTA station as we 
do into the CW, SSB, and PSK stations. Once 
again Sharon and her crew did a great job of 
making the general public feel welcome: 
talking to those who showed any curiosity and 
getting many of them to grab the mic and make 
their first ham radio contact. 


As with ham radio in general, everyone brings 
unique skills and interests to Field Day. 
Whether your primary activity is emergency 
preparedness, DXing, rag chewing, building 
equipment, or contesting, Field Day will 
challenge you to exploit those skills and offer 
you a great opportunity to learn more about 
aspects of ham radio you might not normally 
be exposed to. So while Field Day, and 
contesting in general, may seem like a rather 
frivolous activity (and altogether too much fun) 
it's also one of the most effective means of 
improving all your ham radio skills. Ina 
natural disaster | couldn't think of anyone I'd 
trust more with communications than one of
